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The last meeting betore the regular 


annual session of the Honolulu Teach* 
era' Association was held in the main 
room of Punahou Preparatory School 
yesterday afternoon, some fifty teach- 
ers and visitors being present. 


On account of certain performers 


being ill the class exercises did not 
tabe place. 


After a short talk by Professor Hos- 


mer with reference to the complete 
development of pupils, Mrs. Dumas 
read the following paper on "Primary 
Language in Hawaiian Schools:'' 


One of__the fundamental aims of 


education is to teach pupils to think. 
Along with 
the 
development of 


thought and inseparable from it is the 
development of language. 


To attempt to leach language with- 


out 
grasping 
the accompanying 


thought is reasonably sore to result in 
mechanical word-grinding. Thinking 
is a soul activity caused by presenting 
to the mind appropriate subjects. 
Language is a subject of thought, but 
as such is not appropriate for the pri- 
mary grades. 


The child comes to school at the age 


of six, with vague and incomplete 
ideas of things. 
He has eyes but has 


seen but little. Organs of touch, taste 
and smell, but with these he has not 
been taught to discriminate very 
much. 
Ears he has, but has heard of 
things not in the language of the 
school, but in the mother tongue. In- 
deed with this language which be has 
learned, he can make bis vital wants 
known, communicate with his par* 
ents and playmates and so become ac- 
quainted with the environment which 
bis stage of growth demands. The 
learning of English is to him an ac- 
complishment and not a necessity. 
How then Is the teacher, who has tbe 
child but one seventh of his waking 
hours, to (o relate the, to him, uninter- 
ested, harsh sounding English lan- 
guage to his living ttvU^ai. that be 
may be able to think, speak and write 
in the new tongue. 


We can answer this only in part. 
First, let us take a few lessons from 
the child himself. Language comes 
to them first by hearing it spoken. 
When is he disposed to listen? Mani- 
festly when something awakens his 
interest. 
That interest is aroused by 


a desire to understand what other peo- 
ple are saying. He has no interest in 
words simply as words. 


We see then that first be listens. In 


like manner be speaks wben be has an 
interesting thought behind his words 
which he wishes to make known. If 
bis vocabulary is 
insufficient 
be 


struggles until someone who under 
stands what he means supplies the 
word. He seizes it, and it his forever, 
because presented under right condi- 
tions. 


The conditions for the acquirement 


of language are tbe immediate neces- 
sities of thought or expression. 
Parents understand this law better 


tban teachers. 
A child at home is 


never given words except as they are 
needed for immediate use.

Tbe first year's wurk must be al- 


most entirely conversational. Begin 
by requiring the children to perform 
simple acts and tell what they are do- 
ing. 
Let the performance always ac- 
company the words, thus will the 
idea w'hich is to be conveyed by 
means of the act and the words be- 
come intelligible. 


These exercises may b« varied by 


motion, songs and simple games, viz: 
Let your feet go tramp, tramp, tramp, 


etc. 


Can you tell, little playmate, who has 
gone? 
A few minutes each day throughout 


the whole school course would be 
profitably Spent in teaching correct 
expression, by requiring accurate des- 
criptions of actions performed by the 
teacher or pupils. 
At first they must 


be simple, e. g.: Walk to tbe door 
or look out of the window. Let the 
pupils ask questions of each other 
abotrt what was done. 
It will be sur- 


prising how many different expres- 
sions will be given for a simple act. 
Gradually let the actions become more 
complicated, e.g.: Tbe teacher goes 
to the blackboard, takes the crayon in 
one handf the eraser in the other, 
writes a word, erases it, puts the 
crayon down and walks to her seat. 


These exercises should be so ar- 


ranged 4s to illustrate all of tbe differ- 
ent uses of the pronouns, verbs and 
adjectives. 


Let the children describe through 


the use of eacb sense the qualities of 
objects and things. 
Send a child out 


for a minute and require him to des- 
cribe tbe sounds which he beard; or 
tell him to describe something he 
saw, while the rest try to think what 
it is from the description given. 


This will suggest similar exercises 


for description of actions, qualities 
and uses of things. 


We must not forget that "accurate 


description is the highest point of 
cornpoiltion." 


I will now briefly outline a study in 


plant and -animal life which may be 
adapted to the work of any grade in 
school.

The bubj«ct of a eunfcuer school for 


teachers was proposed for discussion 
by Professor Hosmer. 


Iu speaking of the subject. Mr. J. L. 


Dumas', from personal investigation 
into tbe matter, said be knew of 
teachers on this and the other islands 
who would be perfectly willing to pre- 
sent themselves for service. In a few 
words he outlined what, to his mind, 
might be a good course of study. 


Professor Richards, of Kamehame- 


ha, thought tbe various systems in 
vogue at different schools might be 
made to coincide more closely if a 
summer school, as proposed, could be 
arranged. He thought all the schools 
should be on the same footing. 


In this connection Mr. Ligbtfoot said 


the treasury was in a somewhat de- 
pleted condition. 
He did not think 


that the association could Well assume 
the responsibility of the proposed 
school. 


Mr Dumas said the teachers would 
be willing to pay tbeir own way when 
they realized the advantageous posi- 
tion in which they would be placed. 
Board could be obtained at $10 per 
month. 


At this point Mr. Dumas was forced 


to discontinue. 
Stormy objections 


arose from different portions of the 
room. To thesp Mr. Dumas replied 
that it was not expected teachers 
should board at the Hawaiian hotel. 
Tbe speaker went on to say that 
teachers on the Islands received for 
their services better remuneration 
tban in other places. 


Again there was strenuous objec- 


tion, especially from Miss Maroni, 
who could not for one moment see the 
matter in that light. 


The treasurer's report showed total 


receipt* of SI 15 and disbursements of 
$113.65, leaving $1.35 to liquidate sev- 
eral outstanding debts. 


The chair appointed Dr. Lyons, 


Prof. M. M. Scott and J L. Dumas as 
a committtee to investigate the sum- 
mer school project. 
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Thought and speech become a unit in 
hearing alxl speaking." 


Let us be done with the teaching of 


empty words. 
We cannot make a 


greater mistake than to treat language 
as a subject of study in the primary 
school. Bather let it become an out- 
growth of the subjects taught. 


Thoughtful men, from Lord Bacon 


in England down to Dr. Lyons In Ha- 
waii, have urged upon teachers tbe 
necessity of the study of real things. 
Bacon says: "Things should come be- 
fere words," and again : "Let us never 
turn the eyes of the mind away from 
tbe things themselves, but take their 
images into us, just as they are." 
He wished men to demand the im- 
mediate contemplation of creation. 


Dr. Lyons, in his article in the last 


Progressive Educator, says: 


"Language is not to be displaced to 
make room for nature study, but the 
latter Is rather to be made tbe efficient 
means of promoting the former." 
We have been accustomed to read 


in geographies and other books about 
the earth, plants, animals and rocks, 
but it seldom occurs to us that these 
things can speak for themselves. We 
are, as Whittier says, 
Blind to the beauty everywhere re 


vealed,

Bring tbe children face to face with 


Nine. Use of animal to man. 
Ten. Other animals with similar 


characteristics. 


Eleven. Stories, pictures and poems 


on the animal. 


Each division of the subject will be 


studied in conversational lessons, after 
which a complete description will be 
required. After making a thorough 
study of one animal, those which fol- 
low can be compared with it. There 
is nothing like comparison for devel- 
oping the child's powers of observa- 
tion and language. 
If you wish to 


make a systematic study of plants, I 
would suggest beginning with seeds. 
Send or take tbe children out in search 
for seeds, or require them each to 
bring several kinds so that a variety 
can be studied. Arouse the interest 
of the children by telling a story of 
the seed, which personifies the life 
within. 


Sort the seeds and require descrip- 


tions of different ones as regards size, 
shape and color. 


Describe position and use of scar or 


bilum which is seen on some seeds. 
P.esent some which have been soaked 
in water, children compare with the 
bard ones. Observe and describe parts 
of the seeds, as seed coats and kernel 
In the kernel notice the embryo and 
albumen. Compare different seeds as 
regards the parts, children notice that 
some are divided iuto two parts and 
some are single. 


Next take up conditions for growth. 


These may be illustrated by planting 
seeds in moist cotton, or by putting 
some over a glass of water on a net- 
ting. Others ^nay be placed in dry 
soil, and by watching the germination 
they will be led to t-ee that the seed 
requires warmth, moisture and air in 
order to grow. Next study the uses of 
seeds. With a sufficient variety for 
examination, the pupils will be led to 
give some of the following uses: To 
produce new plants, for medicine, for 
food, for making starch, formaklng 
oil, for distilling, for fuel. 


The children should plant some 


seeds aud keep a record of their 
growth. This will lead them to the 
uext step in plant lessons—the root. 


I have tried briefly to outline some 


ways in which language may be cul- 
tivated. • Those who wish an outline 
of work for all grades will find "Sys- 
tematic Science Teaching" by Ed- 
ward G. Howe are excelleut help. 


By all means, whatever the subject 


maiter taught, let each lesson be an 
outgrowth of the proceeding one, so 
that the children will see the relation 
winch 0119 study or thing bears to an- 
other.

MORE ROUGH ESTIMATES. 


Correspondent Writes Concerning 


Heliographic Project. 


Charles E. Dove in a letter to the 


ADVERTISER concerning the helio- 
graphic system, says : 


The location of the sites would 


necessitate a first cost of $1200 for 
the survey.

stallation would cost about $4000, 
and the running expenses would 
amount, including interest at the 
rate of 10 per cent, on the capital 
invested, to about $300 per month.

A much more rapid transmission 


of messages between the islands 
than is afforded by any present 
means is urgently needed. 
An 


heliograph system has been sug- 
gested, and there is no doubt but 
that when the conditions, i. e., 
bright sunshiny days and clear 
nights are favorable, it would work 
well. 
But there are a great many 


days in the year, particularly in 
the winter months, when the helio- 
graph would be useless. 
It would 


be well before establishing this 
system to make a few experiments. 
For instance, select a favorable 
spot on Oahu and another on Mo- 
lokai, equip them with the neces- 
sary apparatus and ascertain by 
actual experiment how often and 
how long each day messages can be 
transmitted. 
The heliograph in 


certain situations and conditions 
has proved of great value. When 
portions of an army are separated 
in wild and unsettled countries, 
the heliograph is often the only 
means of conveying 
intelligence 


between the different commanders, 
but when it is needed to convey 
messages between Battled points or 
from any reasonable distance, say, 
500 miles, there is no better means 
«f doing so (leaving telegraphic 
communication out of the ques- 
tion) than by the use of homing 
pigeons. 


The distance between Honolulu 


and the farthest point on Hawaii 
offers no obstacle to the sure and 
rapid flight of 
these wonderful 


birds. 
All that is needed is to 


establish a loft in Honolulu and 
equip it with from fifty to one hun- 
dred first-class homers, and in a 
short time they can be trained to 
fly from any point on these islands 
to their loft in Honolulu. 
Several 


persons on Hawaii and Maui are 
breeding homing pigeons and mak-v 


ing use of them to convey messages 
from places where there is no tele- 
phone communication. 


A short time ago some homing 


pigeons belonging to G. P. Wilder, 
of Kahului, were flown from Lau- 
pahoehoe to their home at Kahu- 
lui. 


A celebrated breeder of homing 


pigeons passed through Honolulu 
some time ago. 
He was asked as 


to the possibility of flying homers 
between Hawaii and Oahu. 
On 


being informed that the distance 
the birds would have to fly would 
not exceed 150 miles, he replied 
that would be an easy undertaking 
for well-trained birds. When rec- 
ords made by homing pigeons are 
noticed, the above statement does 
not seem out of place. 


There are established records as 


follows : 
575 miles in 14 hcurs, 


575 miles in 11 hours, 42 minutes, 
610 miles in 18 hours, 22 minutes, 
and 515 miles at the rate of 1800 
yards per minute. There are many 
instances on record of wonderful 
flights made by these birds. Some 
years ago a number of the birds 
were taken aboard a steamer leav- 
ing New York. On the following 
morning, when the vessel was 350 
miles from land, the birds were 
liberated. They all arrived home 
beforenight. Again, a merchant in 
Holland had a fine loft of homers, 
which he sold to go to Algiers. 
They were taken 
there and the 


merchant received news of their 
safe arrival. 
One morning, some

Interesting Results of Observations 


by Chief Justice Judd.

Chief Justice Judd at a meeting 


of the Social Science Club in 1891 
delivered a paper on "Observations 
and Changes in the Flora of the 
Hawaiian Islands Since Their Dis- 
covery," which is given below. Mr. 
Judd states in his introductory re 
marks that the paper consists in a 
jotting down of his personal obser- 
vations that he treasured during a 
life long residence in the country. 
Owing to the attention that is today 
being given in the schools and by the 
general public to the fauna of the 
country, the observations made by 
Judge Judd will be read with re- 
newed interest. 


When these islands were discovered 


in 1778 they were peopled wiih a bar- 
barian race which had for centuries 
been without communication with the 
outer world. This fact had limited the 
flora and fauna to those plants and 
animals which had been brought here 
from the South at the various migra- 
tions which populated this group, aud 
pobsibly to some trifling auditions in 
the way of seeds wiud wafted orawept 
on to our shores by the sea. The sim- 
ilarity of the fauna and flora of one 
island with another would indicate 
that no important additions had been 
made in this way, certainly not witbiu 
a period near the discovery of these 
Islands. 
But the addiiious made to 


the Sora aud fauna of these islands 
since they were dlsco\ered have been 
very great and have materially altered 
the appearance of the country aud the 
character of its pursuits aud have in- 
creased the comforts of its inhabitants. 
In order to adequately realize the 
changes produced we must picture to 
ourselves the condition of these islands 
wht-n first introduced to the outside 
world. 


Honolulu was then a barren waste. 


The only trees standing were the co- 
coanuts along the beach. 
The moun- 


tains of the Koolau range taking the 
moisture of the trade wiud clou >», the 
showers fell further up the valleys and 
ridges than they do now. 
The K<ma 


storm u of the winter season wet nown 
the plains and induced a growth of 
native grasses and weeds, which when 
scorched with the summer fun died 
down. Drinking water fur the chiefs 
an<i those who could afford to send for 
it was obtained from the mountain 
springs and brought down in cala- 
bashes 
The early foreign settlers dug 


wells which afforded hard water im- 
pregnated with salts. This was used 
for domestic purposes, cookiog and 
washing, and rain water collected in 
large ranks set up at the corners of 
buildings supplied the drinking water. 
There was no manienie grass. When 
introduced it was lor many years the 
greatest boon these iilumls had re- 
ceived.

The guava fa now running its course 


especially in rainy localities. Furnish- 
ing both food add firewood, it has not 
met with much disfavor, as it can be 
eradicated. 
As late aa 1860, though introduced 


there in 1840, the Hilo grass (Paspu- 
luni conjugatum), or sedgei was only 
found in the Hilo district. The Ha- 
makoa district was free from it, and it 
bad not at that date come over into 
the Kohala or Kau. 
Nothing but ab- 


sence of moisture is its enemy. It 
soon got a firm hold on all the wind- 
ward and rainy parts of Hawaii, and 
the same is true of all the islauds. It 
is all through the bush of Hawaii, 
even to an attitude of 5000 feet above 
the sea level. 
It spreads from its 


seeds in the droppings of animals. 
Though it is easily exterminated when 
mowed down and its sod ploughed up, 
it is proving more and more an enemy 
to the grazing lands of the islauds. 
Beef fed upon It may be fat, but the 
tissue is dark and flavorless and the 
fat pale and soft. 
For this reason the 


Kohala cattle, heretofore much fav 
ored in the Honolulu markets, are 
now in 
comparative disfavor anc 


numbers of them have to be driven to 
the high lands of Kona for fattening 
where the Hilo sedge ia not yet tri 
umpbant.

and on the lee aide of the other islands 
where the rainfall is not continuous 
during the year but afforded mainly 
by the Kona storms, this grass has to 
fight its way agaiust the manienie anc 
ttie native grasses, and so good pasture 
still exists there. 
The glue (uot tbe true gum arabic 


but acacia faruesiaua) exi«ts only in 
quantity on this island. It is thorny 
aud Impenetrable to horseman, but the 
cattle find their way through it and 
eating its pods and the grass under it 
they are difficult to drive out from lo- 
calities where it has the rnas>tery. The 
glue is not generally execrated by 
graziers. It does not thrive in rainy 
districts. 
But where the algaroba 


grows it will grow, and it undoubtedly 
is a pest. 


The lantana was about thirty five 


years ago (Dr. Hildebrand says ID 
1858) 
a much admired house plaut 


With its flowers of every hue, it is 
indeed a pretty plant. Iu Kona, Ha 
waii, it is called the '-Mikonoria" or 
"Missionary," for, as the «tory goes, it 
was introduced by the Rev Mr. Paris, 
the veteran missionary. I was going tc 
f xcept the rainy spots like Htlo and 
Haualei.but though its favorite habitat 
is tbe dryer portions of the Islands, it 
will thrive on the rain as on the dry. 
Animals, like horned cattle, will 
browse it a little as an aromatic cor- 
rection to dyspepsia, I imaglue, but 
no animal eats it. Its prolific berries 
are eaten by the imported birds, the 
mynahs, tbe pigeon and doves, anc 
are scattered everywhere. I have no 
ticed it begins ou the sides of tbe 
steepest palls of the windward sides of 
O*hu and gradually spreads down 
until tbe little pulches then rauk with 
the choice native grasses and plants 
are blanketed with it and the land 
•uined ; notbiug but vermin and small 
.lints can go through it. Fire will not 
iill it. If it is cut down and burned 
and tbe roots grubbed up, tbe birds 
ow tbe seeds again. What its use in 
tbe economy of nature is, is yet a 
mystery. Will it run itself out as tbe 
mligo did, after it has exhausted all 
.he elements in tbe soil essential to its 
existence ? It is presumptuous t« an- 
swer yea. 


The "loulu," or native palm, is 


bund in the wet forests of Hawaii and 
L few other places. But it was not 
until I860 that the royal palm was 
brought here. The seeds were picked 
by a blave who climbed a tree in the 
Bishop's garden of Havana, Cuba, 
brought to Honolulu in Dr. Judd's 
pocket, aud the only tree that was 
raised from them now stands in Mrs. 
Hebron's premises, just above the 
second bridge. This is tbe parent of 
all tbe specimens of this noble long- 
lived tree, which are seen all over the 
group 
Tbe visit of Dr. Hildebrand to Java, 


Ceylon and India in 1865-6, and his 
introduction of numerous valuable 
trees and plants to this country forms 
a new departure in the botanical and 
floral annals of Hawaii nei. 


The wine palm, sugar palm, Inga 


dulcis, Por.ciana Regla, or flame tree 
of India, the Canarlum commune, 
canariopais hispida, the various Podo- 
curpi, etc., were all his importations. 
Carefully nurstd till able to survive, 
they were distributed to the various 
members of the Royal Hawaiian Agri- 
cultural Society and soon became great 
ornaments to our city aud tbe islauds 
generally. These tropical trees grow- 
ing in such thrift, with the addition 
of flowers and ferns beneath them, 
convey the_idea to those newly come 
from temperate clime the impression 
of a "conservatory broken loose." 
The samang or monkey-pod (Pithe- 
colobium Samang) is a tr-e of great 
vitality, and affords a tough timber 
foroer'uin limited uses. Its shade is 
dense and grateful, but its noxious 
influence over all grass and shrubs 
under its shade or within reach of its 
thirsty roots make it undesirable, ex 
cept with a clear acre of land about 
each oue 
I'uder such ciroumntances, 


however, it is magnificent, rivalling 
the elms of temperate climates. Thin 
tree must have been brought here be 
fore ISoO, the first one In Honolulu Is 
remembered to htand iu Dr. Wood's 
jard, now the premises of Dr. Me 
Grew.

wastes. 
This 
review shows that 


nearly all of our trees that appear 
to be thoroughly acclimated here urc 
foreigners. 
A £luuce iu any direction 


over our city will prove the assertion 
that nearly all of our plants are exot 
ics. Only here and there the natives 
are seen^to w i t , the bread fruit, cocoa- 
nut, kamune or kukui, only kept 
growing when nuiured with careful 
attention. Ttiene ar» typical of the 
fading race of aboriginal inhabitants. 
Tbe bulk of oui vegetation is im 
ported. Within tbe recollection of the 
writer and of others iu this society, 
the only flowers we had in Honolulu 
were the Damascus rose, that.most 
sweetly scented of all roses, from 
which the ottar is made. Thia was 
our only oue until the red mouthly 
or Agrlppiua, and the little button- 
bole miniatura cnrae. 
We then bad, 


also, tbe pink periwinkle or everlast- 
ing, and a white spider lily 
Later 


came the multiflora rose, now grow- 
ing to perfection about the Volcano 
House. 
Theu came the Montgomery 


rose, and lat*r the Lamarque, cloth of 
gold and finally the multitude of ever- 
blooming, choice aud delicate roses 
from the Dingee, Conard Company, 
which are ia such profusion on every 
band. 
Early there was brought here 


a double red hibiscus, then called the 
"Celestial rose.' It is now rare, hav- 
ing been superseded by the single red 
hibiscus, a favorite hedge plant. 
We 


had before 1845, a common 
"four 


o'clock," a red canu or Indian shot 
and what we called a primrose (uow 
•oue), that, opened with snap at sun- 
own. 
A larkspur we alto had in 


childhood, with whose flowers a Jiitle 
coronet, tbe size of a Kalakaua dollar, 
would be made by hooking the calyx 
of oue blossom into the other—a fav- 
orite ornament for tbe albums of 
affection of those days. 


The leis of forty years ago were 


from tbe maile aud favorite ilima, as 
now, and also tbe ends of the pan- 
dan us fruit and the red globes of the 
love apple or kikania, struug together. 
Why are tbe natives so fond of the 
ilima? It is celebrated in their poetry, 
though odorless aud very perishable. 
It must have some mysterious charm 
about it, for I see it worn as a fetich' 
by accused persons coming into court 
to be tried for offenses 
But tbe Ha- 


waiian will make a lei of anything. 
If he cannot get maile or ferns or 
roses, be will string together the eyes 
of ^a pineapple, seaweed, shells or 
feathers, and however dilapidated his 
clothiug and hat may be, a lei makes 
him happy. 
A cowboy with spurs as 


large as a dinner plate, knife and-Jasso 
at hand, will walk into court on tiptoe 
with garlands of roses and plumerias 
around bis neck, aud see uutbing in- 
congruous in his-decorations. 


Cattle were introduced into the isl- 


and of Hawaii by Vancouver in 1793 4. 
They wtre tabooed by Kamehameha I 
for ten ye«rs. They became so numer- 
ous iu that time that a party of Call 
forniane employed by the kiug for the 
purpose, killed some 40,000 of them in 
a few years for their hides and tallow 
Cattle were introduced to all tbe isl- 
ands, but have not run wild to any 
great extent except on Haleakala, 
Maui, aud ou Waialeale, 
Kauai. 


What has been the effect of these 
herds of cattle on our mountain vege 
tatiou? 
Uudoubtedly grasses, ferns, 


viues and young \rees elrft'destroyed 
aud tbua tbe ground is made bare and 
tbe spouge of moss and leaves which 
retains tbe moisture aud helps farther 
growths is exposed to the suu and de- 
stroyed. A small valley on Kausi fro'm 
whicb cattle were kept for a few years 
grew up with a jungle as dense »s to 
be almost impenetrable. 
A large 


tract of forest laud above Kukuibaele 
from which all stock had been taken 
aud the land fenced, has grown up 
with ferns and Hilo grass so as to be 
almost impassable to a horseman. 
While admitting that cattle keep 
young trees and shrubs down, they 
certainly cau have no effect upon the 
large groves of gigaUtio ohia and 
koa. Yet we find huudreds of acres 
of dead forett 
on 
tibe 
mountain 


sides and plateaus of Hawaii. Has 
the dentiding by cattle of the roots of 
these 
trees, 
removing the under 


growth and exposing the soil to the 
sun been sufficient to kill them? Tbia 
is much doubted and there are tracts 
of forest on Hawaii, between Waipio 
and Pololu in Kohala, inaccessible to 
cattle, which have died in the same 
way. Is not the better solution that 
these forest trees have been killed by 
some insects or have lived their ap- 
pointed time aud, owing to the cattle 
aud horse?, nothing is able to take 
their place. Much of the devastation 
of our forests is- owing to fires, but 
where this has occurred thecarbonized 
wood remaining without decay for 
scores of years will indicate whether 
tbe destruction has been caused by 
fire. Much of the dead timber I refer 
to, was not killed by fire. 


Great changes have undoubtedly 


taken place since the discovery of 
these islands. 
K is within the mem- 


ory of persons now living when the 
Puukapu plains, 
Waimea, Hawaii, 


were covered with trees, and one who 
rode through "Mud Lane" between 
Waimea and Waipio in 1860 cannot 
fail to see that in thirty years the for- 
ests have decreased by at least 50 per 
cent. Fifteen years of cattle grazing 
on the slopes back of Pahala planta- 
tion ia Kau, have retired the forest 
and fern line at least one mile. To 
the goats, and to some extent the 
sheep) that have run wild on Hawaii 
and Kauai mainly must be attributed 
a good deal of the deforesting that is 
going on. The only antidote which 
is effectual (since it no longer pays to 
kill the goats for their skins) is the 
wild dogs which are making sheep 
raising on Hawaii an impossibility, 


anines are lortunately not, gYamiul- 


vOrons and do uot eat trees and so 
when the sheep and goats are des- 
troyed by the dogs and the wild pigs 
and 
smaller 
cattle 
reduced 
jn 


number by them, we may hope that 


vegetation will again increase in 


those ranges made bare by the goats 
and other ruminants.

Within 
weuty-flve yearn all the laud between 


Berotania street, Punahou street, am 
Prof. Alexander's, wa-r a cattle yard 
and tiie dalrv wugou of the East India 
man, Jobu Kirattl, the pioueer milk 
mau, would start troin heie on it 
rounds. 
Previous to this, native 


would peddle milk lu quart bottles we 
iu square boxes and tduug ou a pol 
over 
their 
shoulders, 
each bottt 


c >rked with a fold ot dry bulrushes 
Cattle were slaughtered ou Nuuanu 
street, on the premises where the 
"White Hou^e" now is. After Enis re 
giou became too populous for tbe wilt 
cattle to be driven there without dan- 
ger to human life, this trade was re- 
moved to where Mrs Ward's cocoanu 
grove Is on Ki UK street, and finally re 
moved to its present locality below th~ 
prison. 


The race track of the days of H. B 


M 8. Amphltrite was on King stree 
irom John Nott's to the rifle range 
aud steeple chases used to be rnu start- 
ing from Thomas square to Mr. Jae- 
ger's present premises across tbe bar 
ren, fenceless plains. The Introduction 
of the valley water has made these 
plains habitable, and the necessities 
of our population have filled them 
with cottages and gardens. 
There 


was, however, some irrigation before 
the present water pipes were laid 
Nuuanu Valley was a series of kale 
patches between the first and secont 
bridge; the water was laid on in 
ditches from tbe Nuuanu aud Pauoa 
streams, and t-ome kalo cultivation 
continued as far dowu as the present 
Fort Street church. 


The Nuuduu Valley road, at first a 


bank, was thrown up between th 
kalo patches, and thousands of tons of 
earth and stones bad to be carted on 
to make it passable. The road beii?g 
made, tbe valley was tbe first locality 
occupied by suburban residences, and 
tbe taro patches disappeared- It does 
not take over a year, when the water 
is taken off, to convert them into well 
sodded pasture land. 


The result of careful observation 


shows that the native forests increase 
on the windward and rainy sides of 
tbe islands but decrease ou the lee 
sides. If Increase of vegetation has an 
effect in increasing the rainfall, the 
Clothing of thousands of acres on all 
the principal islauds of this group 
with sugar cane has more than coun- 
terbalanced tbe loss of vegetation by 
deforestation. 


We ouirht not to expect theri any 


material diminution or increase in the 
rainfall. Tbe statistics prove that the 
a priori deduction is correct. 
Vide— 


Professor Lyons' tables. 


Receut observations on tbe island of 


Kauai confirm my opinion that the 
destruction of forests is not owing al- 
together to the cattle. The forests on 
the southern or lee side of Kauai on 
the land of Makawell do not consist ol 
very tall trees because it is not a very 
wet forest, but the trees are in a vig- 
orous condition and the dead timber 
among them is very scarce. The line 
of forest is the same as when the Sin- 
clairs bought the land about thirty 
years ago, and cattle both wild and 
tame have roamed all through tbe 
forests for years, without seriously 
affecting the density or the vigor of 
the growth. 


I notice tbat tbe Hllo grass has 


made but little progress on half of tbe 
island from Libue to Mana 
In the 


LIhue district the"laiki" grasq (which 
resembles the Hilo grass) is prevalent. 
It is.perhaps, too soon to predict that 
tbe Hilo grass will not have much of 
a carter on tbe south side of that 
Island; but such is my present im 
pression. 


I was much pleased to fiud that the 


progress of tbe lantana was not great, 
although the my nabs were every- 
where, even in the furthest depths of 
the forest, which I penetrated. 
I am 


informed that owing to the perfect 
discipline on the island of Nlihau no 
noxious grasses or plants have been 
allowed to flourish. The only peat 
which has so far escaped on that isl- 
and is a small burr 
This shows what 


man can do agaiust nature.

A gentleman interested in tbe 


promotion of some means of tel- 
egraphic communication between 
the different islands is at work on a 
scheme for tbe use of the heliograph 
which will doubtless be placed be- 
fore the Government officials before 
the convening of the Legislature. 


Although no exact oom potations 


have been made it is roughly es- 
timated that the necessary par- 
aphernalia to inaugurate the sys- 
tem will not cost more than $1200 
or $1500 at the outside. The cost 
of maintaining the entire system 
with stations on the islands of 
Oahu, Maui, Kauai and Hawaii, 
is estimated at about $200 a month. 
One oi the inter-island steamship 
companies has given assurance that 
they will guarantee $50 of this 
monthly expenbe on condition that 
they are allowed to carry on all 
their business free of charge. It is 
believed that other business houses 
would give liberal subsidies which 
would reduce the Government sub- 
sidy to a minimum. 


Althougb the details of cost have 


not. been fully arranged or calcu- 
lated the character of the men who 
have taken an interest in the move- 
ment givn assurance that the inves- 
tigation vfiU be thorough and if the 
feapibihty recomrnenda 
itself to 


the powers that be, the matter will 
sooner or later be carried before 
the Legislature with a request for 
an appropriation and subsidy.

On or about the 10th of July 


next an attempt will be made to 
send messages to and fro between 
British Columbia and Mexico by 
means of the heliograph, or sun- 
glass, such as is used by the Signal 
Corps connected with the army 
and the National Guard of Cali- 
fornia. 


Major W. H. Sherburn of Sacra- 


mento has received a circular letter 
from the Executive 
Council of 


"Mazamas," a Portland, Oregon, 
society 
of 
mountain 
climbers, 


which is working up the proposed 
experiment, which says: 


"Mazamas" is the name of a soci- 


ety of mountain climbers. 
It was 


organized on the summit of Mount 
Hood, Oregon, on the 19th day of 
July 1894, at which time and place 
the constitution and by-laws were 
adopted and first officers elected. 
Its organization was uuique and 
successful. The experience of its 
members on that occasion inspires 
them to further achievements. The 
mountains furnish delight and in- 
spiration which no man or woman 
can know or dream save those who 
have attained "exaltation" on the 
bights. 
There's health, joy and 


freedom there. 


This year their aspiration is to 


convey by means of heliographs 
along the line of snow-capped peaks 
a sunbeam message from British 
Columbia to Mexico. Washington, 
Oregon and California are invited 
to co-operate and carry out this 
plan. 
^ 
j 


The principal mountains in Ore- 


gon and Washington available for 
the 
purpose, "beginning at the 


north, are: Baker, Rainier, St. 
Helens, Adams. Hood, Jefferson, 
Three Sisters, Diamond Peak, Thiel- 
sen, SQOtt and Pitt, and in Califor- 
nia, Mounts Shasta, Teliae, Round- 
Top, Dana, Lyell, Stillman, Whit- 
ney, Lowe, Baldy and such other 
peaks as are necessary to complete 
the chain. 


Citizens residing in the vicinity 


of the various mountains available 
for the purposes above suggested 
are besought to " take a baud" 
and aid the attempt. Arrangements 
can be made so that parties on sub- 
peaks, or in the valleys and towns 
along the line can communicate 
with thoseon their main mountains, 
and each group of mountaineers 
can, from their several signal sta- 
tions, "telegraph," by flashes, to 
their neighbors below the fact of 
their presence on the peaks, and 
also the fact that the " message " 
from British Columbia is on its 
way, and of the transmission of the 
answer from Mexico. 


The intention is to send a mes- 


sage from British Columbia to 
Mexico and transmit an answer 
from Mexico to British Columbia, 
and, as each message passes a sig- 
nal peak, such signal peak is to 
report the fact to all such sub- 
stations and groups in valleys and 
towns in their vicinity as are pre- 
pared to receive it. 


Storms may obscure some main 


peaks, so numerous side stations or 
sub-peaks are desirable to secure 
transmission of the through mes- 
sage. 


The instrument to be used is the 


modern heliograph, such as is^ in 
use in the regular army, operating 
the " Morse Code." 


Heliograph instruments can be 


obtained or prepared at compara- 
tively small expense. The secretary 
will, on application, -furnish ad- 
dresses of regular manufacturers 
and information for making suit- 
able instruments sufficient for the 
purpose. 


The date fixed for this event is 


the 10th day of July, 1895.

Pneumonia and the Want of Opium 


Carried Hun 
Off. 


Ah Fook, a Chinaman recently 


freed from Oahu jail, whither he 
was sent last January for having 
opium unlawfully in 
possession, 


died in a poi shop on King street 
near the residence of J. I. Dowsett 
last night. 


Late in the afternoon a com- 


munication reached Dr. Howard 
saying that a Chinaman without 
friends or relatives was dying at 
Palama. 


Investigation showed that the 


man was in the worst stages of pneu- 
monia. 
Aside from this he was 


suffering from the effects of opium 
poisoning. 


Confined in Oahu jail, as he had 


been for several months, and ne- 
cessarily deprived of opium, the 
first chance he goj; of securing the 
drug proved too strong a tempta- 
tion. Instead of smoking, he liter 
ally ate it. 


Dr. Myers was called in consulta- 


tion. 
After several hours work, 


the doctors were forced to succumb. 
Nothing more could be done, and 
the man died soon after.

Radical enthusiasts have possibly

voice. Those not in harmony with 
anything whatsoever which the 
present administration might say 
or do catch at these remarks like a 
drowning rat at a straw and flaunt 
them before the public with all the 
added color which a vivid imagin- 
ation and a mind poisoned against 
all things American can create. 
It is then that they =ee fit to 
tell the people they are dissatis- 
fied ; the country is going to the 
doga; annexation is a myth—a 
mere subterfuge put forward with 
the selfish motive of gaining office 


But we also admit that there is an 
opportunity for an honest differ- 
ence of opinion and we are willing 
to wait the verdict of time and 
coming 
events to 
demonstrate

best taken. It is a narrow and 
illogical mind that does not firmly 
establish the premises before draw- 
ing conclusions. 


What is needed in this country 


today is a careful attention to local 
affairs, an organization of forces 
that will enable an advance with 
telling effect when the time comes 
to take the question of annexation 
before representatives of the Amer- 
ican people. That time is not now. 
Today is not the opportune moment 
for annexation bands to play or the 
tin pan chorus to raise its din. We 
are passing through the working 
days when it is the duty of every 
loyal citizen to take off his ooat and 
put his shoulder to the wheel of 
good local government. Withhold- 
ing a helping hand and criticising 
will be productive of no good either 
at home or abroad. The every day 
of annexation Sundays will not be 
realized by such tactics.

solve the problems of the future.

Groat Development of Bacteriology L)ui - 


ing Loto Years Has Opened Up Im- 
mense Foaslbllltieo for the Roller of 
the Disease—Bulletin 
«f 
Progress. 


Following is the text of the cir- 


cular letter prepared by Dr. N. B. 
Emerson, 
Corresponding 
Secre- 


tary, Committee on Treatment of 
Leprosy, and which will be mailed 
to physicians abroad : 


"The Board of Health of the Ha- 


waiian Islands, acting through its 
'Committee on the Treatment of 
Leprosy,' has !ate]y established a 
email hospital at Kalihi, in the 
outskirts of Honolulu, and has be- 
gun a work which has for its pur- 
pose the solution of the question : 
Is leprosy curable and what are the 
best means for its relief and eradi- 
cation from the human system ? 


Twelve patients, selected from 


the leper colony at Kalawao, on 
the island of Molokai, have been 
placed under treatment at the Ka- 
lihi hospital. 


While a rigid quarantine of the 


patients will be kept up, it is the 
purpose of the committee to make 
their surroundings as comfortable 
and healthful as possible. 
For 


this purpose they will be provided 
with an abundance of wholesome, 
nutritious food, clean bedding in 
airy rooms, and the opportunity 
for outdoor exercise 
and 
recre- 


ation. 


There will 
be an 
abundant 


supply of pure water and the use 
of hot and medicated baths will be 
an important feature of the treat- 
ment. 


The 
many several 
remedies 


which experience has pointed out 
as of use in combatting this for- 
midable disease will be tested in 
the treatment of the patients, and 
their efficiency carefully noted. 


While not blind to the fact that 


the chances are small of hitting 
upon any specific remedy or method 
which shall avail for the cure of 
leprosy, we do not despair of pro- 
gress, and shall feel that the ex- 
periment has not entirely failed of 
its purpose if it only increases our 
knowledge of how to use with 
greater precision the agents which 
science and experience put into our 
hands. 


The great development of bac- 


teriology of late years has opened 
up immense possibilities for the re- 
lief of disease. 
Its special appli- 


cation to the treatment of leprosy, 
though as yet an untraveled road, 
is one that seems on theoretical 
grounds to invite trial and to com- 
mend itself to our judgment. It 
will be the purpose of the com- 
mittee to enlist the resources of 
this branch of medical science in 
the study and treatment of the dis-

A New Model. 


A new model for aBteatubjat has 


been designed by a French 
giueer, detcribed as a four, or e 
or teti wheeled cycle, whose win els 
are entirely hollow and airtight and 
keep the structure floating aUjvo 
the water. These four or ten wheels 
are located by pairs, and between 
the starboard and the larboard set 
a horizontal platform is suspended, 
upon which are built cabins, dining- 
room, engine-room, and soon, in- 
tended simply for passengers, there 
being no hull in which to stow a 
cargo, while the wheels instead of 
sliding across the water and cutting 
it, 'as the common craft are wont 
to do, roll upon it. An interesting 
feature of this boat is said to be its 
rudder, consisting as it does of a 
vertical hollow metallic tube which 
dips into the water and is provided 
with a lateral slit, through this slit 
water being forced by means of 
an engine at high pressure, and the 
reaction of this water upon the sur- 
rounding medium propelling the 
ship at the same time as it steers 
it; for while common rudders act 
by creating a resistance and hinder 
the speed of the vessel, the rudder 
is said to create no resistance and 
contributes to the speed ; in fact, 
while in port, where movements are 
to be careful and slow, owing of 
course to a comparative lack of 
space, the rudder alone is made to 
work, moving and directing the 
ship. The cylinder is in the nature 
of things feovable, and turns around 
its axis vertically, so that the slilrf- 
may be placed as it should be 
New York Sun.

Ocean in a Canvas Boat. 


Tbe family of Captain Josiah W. 


Lawler, the marine adventurer, still 
resides at 82 Grove street, Chelsea, 
bat tbe captain, where is he"' 


The daring seaman left Lincoln 


wharf Jane 5,1892, in a 12-foot can- 
vas boat for a trip across the 
Atlantic. 


News was received from him from 


points along the northern coast, but 
that was all, and what his fate has 
been no one knows. The last infor- 
mation from him was a letter receiv- 
ed by his wife, dated north Sydney, 
Breton, July 20,1892. He said then 
that be had been obliged to pnt np 
for repairs, bat was -to sail again im 
mediately. It is known that he did 
sail, bat that is as far as he was ever 
traced. 


Mrs. Lawler is not in good health, 


and the nncertainty of her husband's 
destiny has had a severe effect upon 
her. It is said, however, that she 
has not given np yet, and still looks 
for his return. 


She has two daughters and two 


sons, all of whom live with her. The 
youngest is a boy, now 14 years old. 


The captain had quite a remark- 


able record as a small boat sailor. In 
1889 he sailed from New York to 
Havre in the Neversink in twenty- 
eight days. Then in 1891 he went 
over again in the 14 fool boat Sea 
Serpent. This was the smallest boat 
ever sailed across tbe ocean. He 
started at Crescent Beach and went 
to England in forty two days. He 
was then at the Paris Exposition 
fonr weeks. 


His last embarkation was not very 


successful at the start 
Before he 


had gone forty rods from Lincoln 
wharf his craft was in collision with 
a rowboat and the bowsprit was 
broken, but having material aboard 
for making any small repairs that 
might be needed he did not put back.

CANADA'SJPORESTS. 


Her Great Resources in Timber Are 


Rapidlj Being Depleted. 


Canada is killing the goose that 


lays the golden egg so far as her pine 
f rests are concerned, 
says 
the 


Quebec correspondent of the New 
York StiD. Rapidly as this depletion 
of her occe apparently almost inex- 
haustible forest wealth has proceeded 
for the past century, some million,s 
of dollars' worth of it still remain. 
Bnt tbe lessons taught by the experi- 
ence of older lands are being thrown 
away, and at the present rate of con- 
sumption Canadian pine will 13 a 
qaarter of a century be a thing of 
the past, so far at least as its avail- 
ability for commercial purposes is 
concerned. 
An official statement 


has just been prepared upon the snb 
j*>ct, which shows that in Ontario tbe 
standing area of pine is about 19404 
million feet, and in Qnebeo 15,734 
million feet. The Ontario forests 
will be exhausted in twenty six years 
at the present rate of consnmution,

The manual trip of the Moimug rita 


through the Marshall 
group com- 


menced on September _!, \\heu the 
vessel sailed from Kusaie for Jaluij 
There were on board J>r aud Mrs 
Rife, Miss Hoppin and Miss Palmer, 
besides the pupils of tbe two schools. 
At Jaluij the German Commissioner 
was very friendly, inviting the mis- 
sionaries to luncheon. This was Dr. 
Riie's first introduction to the Mar 
shall Islanders in their homes. On 
Sunday, September 30, he visited the 
church at Jeremia's station on Jaluij, 
and be writes: 


"I cannoj. tail you how glad I was 


to see that congregation, mostly Chris- 
tians, who a few years ago were hea- 
then and almost naked. Sometimes 
when one sees a teacher who has been 
located with a good deal of expecta- 
tion, but who has gone astray, there 
is likely to be a feeling of discourage- 
ment; but when we look upon such 
men as Jeremia and some of the other 
teachers, we remember that Christ 
pat a single eoul in the balance with 
tbe world" 


From Jaluij the Star went to Mille, 


where Josef and Loktop had done a 
good work. A similar report is given 
oi tbe western end of Arno, but on the 
eastern end the assistant teacher has 
proved unfaithful. Of other islands 
Dr Rife writes: 


"Nabunbun is holding the fort at 


Aur, and seems to be doing It well. 
Bil we found, at Malwonlap, but he 
thinks he does not know anything 
and seemed to need an assistant. We 
accordingly left Lakien and his wife, 
a couple I married when I had been 


• heie but three weeks. 


"At Mejij, Larry ip had built a church 


duriug the year. 
He thinks, bow- 


ever, that it will need enlarging. The 
work seems very prosperous. We were 
here made a present of about half a 
cord of 'jenkwin,' a dried food which 
the natives prize very highly. 


"From here we wentdown to Ailing- 


laplap. 
Matu and Kapen Uri had 


beeu left here, but they did not agree 
vt-ry well and the latter had gone with 
his wife to Jaluij, where we afterwards 
saw them. 
He was not given work 


this year but may be reinstated next. 
We afterward sent Lanito to belpMatu. 
At Namo WP have another slow but. I 
think, good man in the person of Nie- 
rik (little cocoanut,. 
There did not 


sef-m to be a great many people on this 
island 
Balili and Lokirin had been 


left at KwojeUn, but we found on our 
arrival that Balili had given away to 
temptation but a few days before. He 
was accordingly taken to his home on 
Jaluij. 
He seemed very peuiteut be- 


fore we left him, and may be restored 
to the work in a year or two. At Lae, 
Laiklon is one of our stroue young 
men. His work had a good showing. 
At I'jae -the wife of the teacher had 
fallen. 
The people were di-sirous of 


having them remain, but we t<x>k 
Uiem to Ebon, where Laileto can as- I 
si«t in the teaching and his wile 11 ?e ] 
with her parents if she does not do j 
what is right. Here we left Laki aud ' 
hii wife. 
The work did riot look very j 


ei couraging, but Laki K one of our 
oldt-st and most faithful boys and may 
be able to build it up." 


On account of the serioin sickness of 


the wife of one of the usi-i&tant teach- 
ers who wa^ on board, ibe Star re- 
turned toJaluj, where the governor 
gave them 
a warm reception and 


readily granted the privilege to the 
Star of vi?itin^ Ebou aud Namerik on 
lit return to Kusaie, instead of coming 
back to Jaluij and clearing from that 
port as is the rule. Dr. Rife reports 
that the state of the work on Ebon is 
ve j* encouraging.

to the Leper Settlement, requesting 
an expression of opinion from the 
more intelligent men as to the dis- 
position to be made of the balance 
remaining of the band fund after 
paying for the new instruments. 


In reply, he has received several 


grateful letters and the minutes of 
a meeting which waa held at the 
Board of Health office, Kalaupapa, 
Molokai, on tbe 3d inst., and of 
which Ambrose Hutchison, Assist- 
ant Superintendent, was chairman 
and William Clark scribe. 


At that meeting, Captain Coch- 


rane's letter was read and dis- 
cussed, and, after an interchange of 
views and suggestions, a motion 
was unanimously adopted that the 
purchase of instruments for Bere- 
tania Hall, a reading and recitation 
room in the village of Kalaupapa, 
be recommended as the first thing 
in point of desirability. This con- 
clusion was based upon the belief 
that the proportion of those who 
care to read is much smaller than 
that of those who are fond of music 
Illustrated papers and Honolulu 
papers, both English and Hawaiian, 
were also recommended as things 
acceptable, and it was agreed that 
a magic lantern outfit and a set of 
slides would be a great source of 
amusement. 
Suggestions of cro- 


quet and bagatelle were also made. 


The meeting was closed with a 


vote of thanks to Captain Cochrane 
and the gentlemen who have so 
kindly assisted him in his efforts 
for the benefit of the settlement ; 
also to the public of Honolulu for 
their most generous response.

President Smith occupied the chair 


at the regular weekly meeting of the 
Board of Health Thursday afternoon, 
there being present with him Drs. 
Wood and Emerson, Member Lao- 
sing and Health Agent Reynolds. 


Before the session was opened a 


letter was read from Dr. McGrewask- 
ing that a license be granted a China- 
man to smoke opium. 


Dr. Wood explained how the opium 


habit should be treated intelligently 
and scientifically. 


There- was no difference over the 


"spirit of the law. It was concluded to 
refuse the request for a license to 
smr.ke or use opium. The indorse- 
ment by the Marshal allowing the 
Chinaman to use opium daily was 
cancelled. 
If the applicant really 


needed the drug he must secure it 
from his physician. The Chinaman 
•was authorized to procure from the 
city dispensary a minimum amount 
of opium daily. 


Dr. Monsarrat's reports for the past 


two weeks were read and passed. 


A letter was read from Deputy Mar- 


shal Brown calling attention to the 
increased number of Japanese prosti 
tutes and citing the fact that they 
solicited trade in the most open 
manner. The 
communication re- 


commended that a certain portion 
of the city be decided upon where 
this class 
could be 
kept. 
It 


would then be an easy matter to regu- 
late their actions and the traffic. By 
reqnt-st Deputy Marshal Brown ap- 
peared before the Board aud explain- 
ed matters in connection with the 
subject. 
A general discussion result- 


ed without any definite action being 
taken. 
The Deputy Marshal was in- 


structed, however, to institute meas- 
ures that seemed best for the regula- 
tion of dissolute women. 
Dr. Herbert's report of Inmates of 


Oahu Insane Asylum for quarter end- 
ing March 31st was presented and 
read. It was as follows: 
MB. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN, 
Members of the Board of Health. 


I have the honor to submit herewith 
the report of the Oahu Insane Asylum 
for quarter ending March 31, 1895.

The general health of the establish- 


ment has been good, the mortality 
small. 
The number of patients in- 


creased, causing an incieased demand 
on funds, etc. 
It will be noticed by 


glancing at the list showing nai tonal- 
ity, etc., that the large majority of 
patients are Chinese, Hawaiian and 
Portuguese, in that order. The per 
centage to their nationality being as 
follows: 
About res. pop. Inmates 


Chinese 
15,000 
21 


Hawaiians.. 35,000 
25 


Portuguese.. 8,000 
15 
Most of those committed have been 


some years resident in the islands. 
The utmost care is taken to keep the 
wards and cells serupulou-ly clean, 
which is a much more difficult pro- 
ceeding than might appear to any one 
not familiar with the ways and whims 
of these poor afflicted 
The keepers 


have watches of eight hours at a time, 
and each new watch sees that the 
keepers before them have left their 
wards clean and in good order. 


Good filters have been supplied and 
an effort made to prevent the inmates 
from drlDTEFng other than 
filtered 
water. Their meals, which are excel- 
lent, are served at the following times 
and consist of: 


Breakfast, 6:45 a. m. 
Boiled beef, 
rice, taro, stew, tea and bread, salmon 
three times a week for a change. 
Dinner, 11:55 a. m. Boiled, roast or 


stewed beef or mutton, rice aud taro, 
with potk and beaue on Sundays. 


Suppe.-, 4.45 p. m. Fruit, one quart- 
er loaf of bread, cold meat, salmon, 
stew or meat balls. 


All iumates who are accustomed to 


their food served more delicately, and 
can appreciate it, have their meals 
furnished from the Assistant Superin- 
tendent's house. 


It is with great pleasure we watch 


the progress of Uie new Woman's 
Department, so sorely needed, and as 
soon as it is completed we shall have 
to tear down the cells (eight in num- 
ber) constituting the wiug In rear of 
Ward 3, and rebuild them. The wood- 
work lit all rotten and sodden, making 
it piwlilvely dangerous to the health 
of iho-e coi'flued therein. We only 
cue tbem now In case of actual net-ea- 
sily. 
I 


A number of the Intnutes are work- 


ing—some io the taro land*, some in 
the kitchen, and others around the 
building* ami ground*, but many and 
, 


the majority spend day after >lay in 
the same place, and many in the same 
position waiting solely for their meals 
and night to come round again. They 
see little beyond their white fence en- 
closure, inside of which moat of them 
are doomed to spend the rest of their 
.unfortunate existence; and how surely 


it is our duty to make these grounds 
as bright and cheerful aa we can 
It 


is, in fact, the first detail lu the treat- 
ment of these people to have them 
contented aud pleased with their 
pluue of detention, particularly in 
acute phases of the disease, when it 
will in itself be conducive to the re- 
turn of health and reason. 


To do tbis, to keep the grounds in 


good order, to build scoae extra cells 
in the place of those behind Ward 3, 
and to provide extra attendants for 
the new accommodations, will neces- 
sitate extra provision being made by 
the Board, who, I trust, will exert 
liberality in the matter. 


The management of the insane is a 


most important social pro> lem, and 
must be conducted with liberality, 
and the unpleasant fact is also be- 
fore us that insanity Is on the in 
crease the world over; not in propor- 
tion to the populrtion, but with the 
development of intelligence and the 
progress of civilization. 
And while 


some are exerting prophylactic mea- 
sures for the prevention of these forms 
of disease, it is our duty to be pre- 
pared to meet tbem—and meet them 
In the best possible manner. Con- 
scious of the fact that our homes for 
their care and detention are particu- 
larly suited, as comfortable as possible 
aud our treatment in every respect 
abreast of the times, comparing favor- 
ably with similar institutions in other 
countries. 


What a strange circumstance it is— 


how few in our, or any other commu- 
nity for that matter, int-rest them 
selves in the insane or show any in- 
ch uation to assist the management. 
Possibly it is because they do not 
know in what manner they can be of 
service or assistance. The Chinese are 
the only people who show any recog- 
nition, and as each new year comes 
around gifts to the insane are sent by 
these people. 
Now while we are 


struggling along in an endeavor to 
make the premises look bright and 
cheerful, how acceptable would be col- 
ored shrubs and plants (crotons, etc.) 
And I may say in this connection that 
should any of the charitably disposed 
public be good enough to send us any, 
they will be duly acknowledged ; and 
if inconvenient to send them to the 
asylum, we will gladly send to any 
kind friends who will notify us. 
I have to thank the committee on 
asylum matters for their assistance in 
many things. Trusting that this re- 
port may be satisfactory, I am, gentle-

Agt-nt Meyers reported details at 


Kalaupapa. 
His request to have the 


telephone line at the settlement re- 
paired was granted. 


A communication was read from 


Acting Russian Vice-Consul J. F. 
Hackfeld, transmitting a request from 
Mademoise.le do Trotzka, a Russian 
subject, aged 25, who desired to come 
and care for the lepers. 
As arrange- 
ments had already been madeto bring 
out from France four Brothers for the 
work, the services of the Russian lady 
would not be required. Tne secretary 
was instructed to conver proper thanks 
for h r kind offer. 
The patients at Kalaupapa, to the 


number of 560, petitioned to have Dr. 
Oliver retained as physician at the 
settlement. The petitioners will be 
notified that there is no proposition 
before the Board of Health to remove 
Dr. Oliver 
Superintendent Scott wrote asking 
to be allowed to accompany the Board 
on their semi-annual trip to the Leper 
Settlement next Friday, in order to 
look after schools there. Referred to 
President Smith. 
Dr. Thompson of North Hilo in- 


formed the Board that he would dis- 
continue acting as attorney for planta- 
tions. 


A protest was read from Frank 


Hoogs, a reporter of the ADVERTISER. 
He cited that he was not allowed to 
.go aboard the Gaelic and attend to his 
duties, although the ship was not in 
quarantine. 
Others being allowed 


the privilege, he thought favoritism 
was shown. 


Agent Reynolds explained the cir- 


cumstances of the refusal complained 
of to the satisfaction of tbe Board: 
The vessel was in quarantine and no 
one was allowed on board. The guard 
passed a person thought to be a pas- 
senger. Thi« caused tne trouble. 


Secretary Wilcox was instructed to 
reply to the' communication and say 
that it WHS not the intention of the 
Board to show any partiality in mat- 
tern of tbis kind. 


Dr. Emerson, corresponding secre- 


tary, Committee on Treatment of 
Leprosy, presented a circular letter 
containing Information on treatment 
of the disease. 
These will be sent 


abroad. 
President Smith explained that phy- 


sicians from the other islands would 
arrive next week and, after the next 
meeting would accompany tbe Board 
to Molokal. It was decided to meet on 
Thursday of the couiing week and 
leave for the settlement on Friday, 
the 24th. 
Tbe new quarters of the Board will 


be the rooms now occupied by tbe 
Labor Commission. Thursday's meet- 
ing will be held there. The Labor 
Commisxion will occupy a room on 
the upper floor of the Judiciary Build- 
ing. 
A number of invitations will be is- 


sued to outside parties to accompany 
the Board to Molokai. Among them 
will be Captain Ochrane and two 
physicians on tbe Philadelphia. Prof. 
Berger will also go along aud take up 
the new instruments for tbe leper 
band. 


Citizens Guard as Military. 


Under tbe proposed company 


formation of the Citizens Gnard 
there will be two companies in the 
first division; two in the second; 
two in tbe third ; one in the fourth 
and one in the fifth. There will 
also be a cavalry company and a 
squad to report at police bead- 
quarters. 


Marshal Hitchcock will be the 


nominal colonel; the- deputy-mar- 
shal lieutenant-colonel, with pos- 
sibly Edward Hitchcock aa adju- 
tant. 
F. B. McStocker will more 


than likely be elected mnjor-com- 
manding. 


Rights of Merchant Steamers to 


Afford Asylum in Foreign Ports. 


tibii>uiaat«»r Must I'ae His Own Dl*cr£« 


tloo to Conalderable ISxteiit— 


Uuilor Lucal Jurisdiction. 


Secretary Cresham has laid down 


some doctrine touching the rights 
of merchant steamers in foreign 
ports to afford asylum to refugees 
that may be of great importance to 
commanders of vessels, says a 
recent dispatch from Washington. 
This was called out by a letter ad- 
dressed to the State Department in 
December, 1893, by C. P. Hunting- 
ton, President of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, asking for an_ 
exact definition of the powers of 
the captains of merchant steamers 
in this respect. The Secretary re- 
sponded that the so-called doctrine 
of the right of asylum having no' 
application to merchant vessels in 
port, it follows that the shipmaster 
cannot exercise discretion on the 
character of an offense charged 
against a refugee. 


While no general rule can be 


laid down as a comprehensive prin- 
ciple, a merchant vessel in a foreign 
port is within the local jurisdiction 
of the country with respect to 
offenses or offenders against the 
laws thereof, and an orderly de- 
mand for a surrender of the person 
accused of the crime by a due 
process of law, with the exhibition of 
the warrant of arrest in the hands 
of the regularly accredited officers 
of the law, may not be disregarded 
or resisted by the master of the 
ship. Arbitrary attempts to cap- 
ture the passenger by force may 
call for a disavowal when a resort 
to violence endangers the lives of 
innocent people and the property 
of a friendly nation. 


Whether, if force be threatened, 


the master of the vessel is justified 
in putting in jeopardy, by his .re- 
sistance, the interests confided to 
his care, must be largely ques- 
tioned for his discretion. 
That 


passengers may have come on 
board at the port where a demand 
is made, or at another port of tbe 
same country, is immaterial to the 
right of jurisdiction. 


The secretary concludes with an 


admonition to the American mer- 
chant captains to permit the order- 
ly operation of law in foreign ports 
on their ships and thus avoid ap- 
plication for an asylum for re- 
fugees and occasions for the ex- 
hibition of arbitrary force against 
their ships. 


Shipbuilding in Canada. 


There is a scheme afloat to re- 


vive the shipbuilding industry at 
Quebec. Years ago Quebec did a 
large 
shipbuilding 
business, of 


course entirely in \vood vessels. It 
is now proposed to enter there with 
iron shipbuilding. The steel ship 
plates to be used will be imported 
from England. Freights from Eng- 
land to Canada are exceedingly 
low in consequence of the number 
of vessels going therein ballast for 
cargoes of lumber. 
These steel 


ship plate? are now at tbe lowest 
point ever known 
in England. 


They can be laid down in Quebec 
at about $25 to $26 per long ton, or 
fully 20 per cent less than they 
cost in Philadelphia, since they 
will be admitted duty free as in 
the case with all shipbuilding ma- 
terial. 
The 
promoters 
of the 


scheme point out that notwith- 
standing the severe depression in 
freights there is a constant demand 
for new iron vessels nearly 300,000 
more tons of shipping having been 
built in 1894 than in 1893, exclu- 
sive of warships, while those built 
in the United Kingdom in 1894, 
over 97 per cent were built of steel 
and 90 "per cent were steamships. 
Quebec's population 
includes a 


large number 
of 
skilled ship- 


wrights. 
Wages are lower at Que- 


bec than in any other 
manufac-

seven feet, and, of course, shows to 
the best advantage then. 


V> hen the stem of this plant is 


broken there flows form it an abun- 
dant stream of milk, which is suffici- 
ently strong to burn into the cuticle 
if it is allowed to touch the flesh, 
creating an unpleasant smarting sen- 
sation. This quality makes the plant 
much in demand for marking cattle, 
as the hair is removed wherever the 
milk is applied and no farther harm 
is done to the animal. In this way 
it is a boon to cattle stealers, as an 
application can be made with it much 
easier than with the branding1 iron 
and the same purpose is served. It 
would be impossible to form an esti- 
mate of how many cows change 
hands every year through the nse of 
this plant, yet the number is by no 
means inconsiderable.
